4 MADRID, Dec. 21.—Insurgent ar- 
tillery batteries opened a bombard- 
ment of Madrid today, four shells 
falling in the center of the capital. 
One shell struck near the telephone 
building, the tallest commercial 
structure in Spain. 

Government troops took up 
strong positions west of the capital, 
after holding off, in fighting yester- 
day and today, insurgents trying 
to advance on the Fascist left 
lank. 

At Pozuelo, Villanueva, Delpar- 
dillo and Valdemorillo the Madrid 
defenders strengthened their lines 
for 12 miles along the strategic El 
Escorial highway, which leads to 
the Guadarrama Mountains. 

The Fascists were repulsed with 
heavy losses in two charges, begun 
simultaneously against the -North- 
western first line of defense, the 


Government reported, The lo ‘ 
-captired six tanks which the - 


hibited in Madrid. 

Gen. Francisco Franco, the insur- 
gent commander, appeared to be 
bringing up reserves to strengthen 
his left wing in readiness for @ 
drive on E!

A victory there would open the 
road from the Guadarramas to the 
insurgent forces which have been 
blocked at the mountain passes 
tince the first few weeks of the 
war. 

Government artillery fired on the 
Fascist concentrations, seeking to 
reduce the potential danger which 
the Government recognizes in that 
direction. 

The Government took advantage 
of the after-the-battle luf to pre- 
pare for an attack en the insurgent 
right flank south of the city.

Baron Nuffield, Auto Manufac- 
turer, to Finance Measure to 
Stimulate Employment.

MRS, EINSTEIN DIES; WIFE 
OF NOTED GERMAN SCIENTIST 


In Iii Health for Year at Princeton, 
N. J.; Husband Gives No 
Details.

PRINCETON, N. J., Dec. 21— 
Mrs. Elsa Einstein, German scien- 
tist, died yesterday at their home 
here after a year’s illness, it was 
disclosed today. 

Her illness became serious six 
weeks ago and for the last two 
weeks she had been in a state of 
almost continuous coma. 

Dr. Albert Einstein, her husband, 
declined to make public any infor- 
mation except that burial would be 
this afternoon. He is on the staff 
of the Institute for Advanced Study 
here. Mrs. Einstein was his cousin 
and his second wife. 

The death certificate gave myo- 
carditis (inrfflamation of the heart) 
as the cause of death.

By the Associated Press, 
TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras, Dec. 


21—An official message received 
here today said more than 400 iden- 
tified bodies had been found in the 
ruins of San Vicente, El Salvador, 
wrecked by an earthquake Satur- 
day. 

A Honduruan aviator, Alonso 


Fiallos, who flew over the San 
Vicente area, reported that the only 
important structure left standing 
in the city was part ‘of a church 
tower. 

Fiallos estimated the dead in San 
Vicente alone at over 1000, He said 
15 smaller towns in the vicinity 
were severely damaged. 

A huge new crater was opened on 
the northern slope of the San 
Vicente volcano, swallowing many 
farm houses.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Dec, 21.-—— A 
new organization of steel workers 
was formed here yesterday by 244 
men who said they represented 
290,000 workers in 42 mills east of 


Cleveland. The chief purpose of} \ 
the group—known as the Commit- 
tee for Industrial Organization’s 
Representatives Council — is to 
eliminate the company union from 
the steel industry. 

All degeates to the organization 
meeting pledged support to the 
campaign to enlist the country’s 
500,000 steel workers in one big un- 
ion—the Amalgamated Association 
of Iron, Stee] & Tin Workers. 

Phillip Murray, chairman of the 
Committee for Industrial Organiza- 
tion, said more than 50 per cent 
of the 3000 company representa- 
tives in the nation’s mills “not only 
are members of the union but are 
co-operating in the unionization 
drive. If the steel industry con- 
tinues its ‘dog in the manger’ atti- 
tude—refusing to negotiate with a 
legitimate union of its workers— 
then the responsibility for what- 
ever befalls can rest squarely at 
their doorsteps.” 

He said about 128,000 in the steel 
jndustry have joined the Amalga- 
mated Association. 

Delegates to the meeting made 
plans for a national convention of 
steel men in Pittsburgh next 
spring “to formulate a wage policy 
and make demands upon the steel 
industry for recognition of the 
Amalgamated.” 

They called for $5 a day mini- 
mum wage for all labor, and $1.25 

a day increase for employes receiv- 
ing more than $5; a 30-hour, five- 
day week; paid vacations after two 
years’ service; time and a half for 
overtime and double time for Sun- 
day and holiday work.

Section 4351 states: Every per- 
son who shall expose to sale any 
goods, wares Or merchandise, or 
shall keep open any ale or porter 
house, grocery, or tippling shop or 
shall sell or retail any fermented 
or distilled liquor on the first day 
of the week, commonly called Sun- 
day, shall on conviction be ad- 
judged guilty of a misdemeanor 
and fined not exceeding $50.” 

Section 4352 states: “The last 
section shall not be construed to 
prevent the sale of any drugs or 
medicine, provisions, or other ar- 
ticles of immediate necessity.” 


Interpretation Necessery. 


Prosecuting Attorney Finnegan 
observed that conflicting. interpre- 
tations often arise concerning the 
scope of “articles of immediate ne- 
cessity” and that it would remain 
with the courts to construe that 
phrase. 

The attempt to enforce Sunday 
selling restrictions, he added, was 
partly to “eliminate unfair competi- 
tion.” 

The officers visited the Katz 
Drug Co., Seventh and Locust 
streets, twice during the day and 
arrested nine clerks and Gerald 
Brown, the manager. Brown was 
required to accompany the police 
on both occasions, and furnished 
two bonds. The officers reported 
that clerks sold an electric toaster 
and toys, in violation of the Sun- 
day law.

passport. 

British authorities said they were 
informed by French police Mme. 
Schemeder had shot L’Allemant in 
the back of the head while he was 
making his first flight at the con- 
trols of the plane. A warrant 
charging assault was issued against 
her at Versailles, 


Mme. Schemeder was under of- 
ficial observation at a farm house 
near Selsey where doctors kept 
her in bed to recover from shock. 

“She is not seriously ill,” a con- 
stable explained, “but it is advisable 
that she remain in bed. She has 
talked by telephone with friends 
in Paris. Other friends from Lon- 
don are with her now.”

U. $. SUPREME COURT TO RULE 
ON FRAZIER-LEMKE ACT 


Accepts Appeal From Decision De- 
claring Farm Mortgage Mora- 
torium Invalid.

WASHINGTON, Dec. ‘21. — A 
ruling on litigation involving con- 
stitutionality of the Frazier-Lemke 
Act granting a three-year mora- 
torium on farm mortgage fore- 
closures was promised today by the 
Supreme Court.

ANICAB INSURANGE. 
ISTCASE UP AGA 


Careful Co. Owner at Trial 
Says Enforcement Will Put 
Him Out of Business, 


a hearing was held before Circuit 
Judge John W. Joynt today on an 
injunction sought by the Careful 
Cab Co., a Negro taxicab concern, 
against enforcement by the city of 


the provisions of the taxicab or- 
sence requiring cab operators to 
pave liability insurance or surety 
ponds for the protection of their 
pdssengers OF others in case of ac- 
ident. 

“The matter has been pending in 
court since last June when Judge 
Joynt issued a temporary restrain- 
ing order against the city. Last 
summer, the city filed a motion to 
dissolve the restraining order, but 
this was overruled Oct. 8 by Judge 
Eugene L. Padberg. In the mean- 
time, three persons havg been killed 
by uninsured taxicabs. 

At the hearing today, B. F. Aus- 
tin, proprietor of the Careful Cab 
Co,, testified that his company had 
heen unable to obtain liability in- 
surance because the rates were pro- 
hibitive, and, if added to his present 
expenses of between $3000 and $3500 
, month, would put his company 
out of business. He said the com- 
pany operated 35 cabs, of which he 
owned 16 and leased the others. 

Austin: testified that charges of 
$25 a month paid to the company 
by operators of cabs not owned by 
the company but operating under 
the Careful Cab name, were origin- 
ally designed to pay for insurance, 
but had actually been used to pay 
legal expenses in connection with 
the temporary restraining order 
and to build up a reserve for claims, 
The company, at present, he said, 
had only four small claims of a 
doubtful nature. 

William Watters, 4233 Cook ave- 
nue, a mail carrier, appearing for 
the city, testified he had owned a 
cab formerly operated under the 
Careful Cab name, and had paid 
the company $25 a month for sever- 
a] months supposing that the money 
was to be used for insurance, He 
said he withdrew his cab from the 
company last October because he 
was obtaining no insurance protec- 
tion for his $25 a month. 

In answer to Austin’s testimony 
that liability insurance rates for 
taxicabs were prohibitive, D. R. Jen- 
nings, a lawyer, representing the 
Equity Mutual Co. of Kansas City, 
testified his company could supply 
this insurance for $27.50 a cab 
monthly, provided each driver or 
operator kept $50 ahead with his 
premium payments to take care of 
the first $50 in claims.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Citing 
the disturbed international situa- 
tion Secretary of War Woodring to- 
day recommended increases in 
trained reserve manpower, fighting 
planes and other equipment for the 
Army. 

His annual report said the pro- 
gram” of army modernization 
should be continued. 

“ “In the light of present world 
conditions,” he said, “we cannot 
afford to neglect measures for our 
own national safety. A secure de- 
fense is our most dependable guar- 
anty against aggression by others. 

“Those who interpret the meas- 
ures of preparedness adyocated by 
this department as provocative of, 
war are uninformed upon the true 
nature of those measures. They are 
ones which, menacing’ none, are 
solely for our own protection: 

“They involve the maintenance 
of only a small regular army, but 
one which must be well trained and 
well equipped so that in war it may 
serve as the nucleus of our citizen 
forces.” 

Woodring recommended creation 
of an enlisted reserve of 150,000, ex- 
pansion of the National Guard to 
210,000 from its present strength of 
187,000 and maintenance of the reg- 
ular army at its present authorized 
minimum enlisted strength. 

He suggested that 2000 regular 
officers be added during the next 


five years, and that increased sum- 


mer training facilties be provided 
for training 10,000 more reserve of- 
ficers and 20,000 more youths an- 
nually. 

“The program for procurement. of 


aircraft should be accelerated to 
provide for the delivery of suffi-}| 


cient combat airplanes annually to 
reach the authorized total of 2320 
serviceable military, airplanes as 
early as practicable,” he continued. 
He said recently he hoped Congress 
would provide funds for the pur- 
chase of 700 planes in the next fis- 
cal year, compared with 500 con- 
tracted for in the current year. The 
Army now has in service approxi- 
mately 1500 airplanes. 

Sufficiently large appropriations 
also should be made annually, his 


report said, to complete the equip-| 


ment of the regular army with mod- 
ern weapons, transportation and 
communication facilities “within a 
reasonable time.”

So the State acquired a coal 
mine, a cement plant, a rural credit 
system, State hail insurance and a 
bank guarantee law. 

By the time he sought re-election 
to the Senate for the third time in 
1932, all but the cement plant had 
failed, with losses to the State. A 
Republican Attorney-General, M. O. 
Sharpe, in a report to the Legisla- 
ture on the rural credit system, 
called the rural credit operations 
“one of the most politically-infected 
and generally mishandled adminis- 
trations of a public trust in the 
history of the State.”

St. Louis Boats Ancient. 


AULTY equipment to some de- 

gree explains the failure of 
St. Louis crews to keep up with 
the national procession, although 
we have some splendid clubs here 
and some very fine oarsmen, 

A local rowing official told 
this writer: “All local clubs have 
today in their possession boats 
that are 25 years old. They should 
be declared obsolete. They are 
relics of the days when turn rac- 
ing was in vogue. 

“These shells are 10 to 15 
pounds heavier than the latest 
American made _ racing boats. 
The strain on the boat due to 
turning events necessitated 
strongly built boats. 

“Only a very few clubs in the 
local harbor have been able tv 
provide their crews with modern 
American built shells. These for- 
tunate crews have an advantage 
over less well equipped local oars- 
men. 

“It is unreasonable to expect 
St. Louis boys to win even na- 
tional titles with such inferior 
equipment.” 

The report also calls attention 
to the fact that the Germans 
trained far more intensively than 
our boys and punished themselves 
in competition, 

And that is perhaps not the 
least thing to be so considered 
about our Olympic failures.

NANKING, Dec. 21.—While Nan- 
king troops sent to rescue Genefal- 
issimo Chiang Kai-shek captured 
two battalions of Shensi rebels and 
advanced within 25 miles of Mar- 
shal Chang Hsueh-liang’s strong- 
hold at Sianfu, reports were re- 
ceived today that the revolt had 
spread to Kansu Province. 

Gen. Yu Hsueh-chung, chairman 
of the Kansu Provincial Govern- 
ment, was said to have declared in 
favor of Marshal Chang. 

Troops of Gen. Yu, the reports 


said, raided the Bureau of Public 
@ Safety, disarmed police and ran- 
® sacked the headquarters of the Pro- 
yincial Pacification Commissioner. 

Shigeru Kawagoe, the Japanese 
Ambassador, arrived here from 
Shanghai. It was reported he car- 
ried word from his Government 
that Japan was deeply concerned 
over any terms of settlement that 
might be reached with Chang and 
if they were detrimental to Japan- 
ese interests, Tokio would be com- 
pelled to act. 

Battle Near Sianfu. 

Nanking troops were reported to 
be driving retreating rebels back 
on Sianfu, following the first bat- 
tle of the Civil War to be official- 
ly announced. 

Dr. T. V. Soong, brother-in-law of 
Chiang, returned tc Nanking today 
and called a conference of the 
Soong and Chiang families. Dr. 
Soong was understood to have been 
at Sianfu conferring informally 
with Chang on terms for re- 
lease of Chiang. Nanking officials 
interpreted the development as a 
hopeful sign that Chang was “ready 
to see reason.” 

Reports persisted that Chang was 
willing to free Chiang and go into 
exile if his personal safety was 
guaranteed. 

No Word From Missionaries. 
No reports have been received 
from American missionaries in 
Lanchow, the provincial capital. 
Foreigners in other Western Prov- 
inces, including Shensi, seat of the 
uprising, had reported their safety. 
Herman Swenson of Jersey City, 
N. J. of the China Inland Mission 
at Sianfu, telegraphed the United 
States Embassy all Americans were 
tafe at Sianfu. Similar assurance 
was received from Hankow, Hupeh 
Province, that missionairies in East 
Kansy Province were safe. | 
The Rev. W. Englund, American 
missionary attached to the Scandi- 
havian Alliance Mission at Sianfu, 
wired Hankow that Sianfu authori- 
ties had given them assurances of 
protection. 

“Principal danger,”. he said, “ap- 
pears to be from possible air raids.” 

Anti-Japanese General. 

Reports of the Lanchow revolt 
Were at variance with previous re- 
ports, which said that Gen. Yu had 
been captured Dec. 12 with Chiang. 

Gen. Yu, former Governor of 
Hopei Province, is a bitter enemy 
of Japan, and was forced from his 
Hopei position by the demands of 
Japanese military. authorities in 
North China. 

One of Marshal Chang’s original 
demands for release of Chiang was

In Paris Arrested as Spy 


Employe Accused of Trying to Get Data on 
Arms’ Shipments to Spain—Man 
Also Held. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Dec, 21.—Arrest of a 
French woman employe. of the 


French Foxgeign Office and her 


Lithuanian friend, for an alleged 
attempt to obtain information on 
arms shipments to Spain, was dis- 
closed yesterday. 

Mme. Susanne Linder, 40 years 


old, mother of two children, was ar- 
rested Dec. 12 charged with forging 
public documents: and signatures.’ 
Michael Rosenfeld, real estate deal- 
er, was charged with use of false 
passports and violation of an ex- 
pulsion order. 

Both the Surete NatfOnale and 
the Foreign office refused to give 
details of the arrests, but Paris 
newspapes said Mrs. Linder had 
obtained several documents in 
blank and sent them ‘to Rosen- 
feld. She had been employed at 
the Foreign Office as secretary for 
nearly 20 years. Police searched 
both her home and  Rosenfeld’s 
apartment and office. 

Newspaper’s Story. 

The newspaper Le Matin said 
she “reportedly attempted to pro- 
cure information of current inter-, 


est, ectiiedasty traffic in arms to 
ee to communicate it to Rosen- 

According .to the newspaper she 
had been the subject of an admin- 
istrative investigation as far back 
as 1927. 

She had first aroused suspicions 
when she asked questions concern- 
ing affairs in other services than 
her own. The Surete Nationale 
traced her and discovered her 
ffiendship for Rosenfeld, who was 
described by employes of the hotel 
where he lived as handsome and 
perfectly mannered. 

After exhaustive investigations of 
both alleged plotters, newspapers 
said, the operatives laid a trap for 
Mme. Linder by permitting her to 
take. blank forms which, ‘when 
properly filled. out, would facilitate 
shipments of arms and munitions 
out of France. 

Alleged Spanish Connections. 

Newspapers said she turned the 
forms over to Rosenfeld, whose real 
estate business seemed to tie him 
to his office very little. Rightist 
papers indicated he was an agént 
for the Spanish* Government while 
Leftist papers suggested he. was in 
the service of the Spanish Fascists. 


INTER-AMERICAN PLAGE 


SESSION ENDS WORK 


Approves 37 Projects at Plen- 
ary Meeting at Buenos 
Aires. 


By the Associated Press, 
BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 21.—The 


inter-American peace conference 
ended its formal labors today with 
approval of 37 projects designed to 
strengthen bonds among the 21 
American republics and liberalize 


trade policies, 

In plenary session it sanctioned 
a Central American declaration for 
complete American solidarity if 
war anywhere threatens the West- 
ern world, resolutions urging ow- | 
ered tariffs and equality of trade 
opportunities, and other plans to 
cement peace and improve commer- 
cial and cultural relations. 

The delegates stood silent for one 
minute at the opening, in memory 
of the victims,.of the earthquake at 
San Vicente, El Salvador. 


Secretary of State Cordell Hull, 
chief of the Unit States delega- 
tipn, did not attend the plenary 
session. He was working on his 
speech to be made at the final meet- 
ing to the three-week parley, set for 
Wednesday: 

Jose Manuel Cortina, Cuban Sec- 
retary of State, in reporting on the 
economic and trade resolutions, de- 
clared: “The conference has pro- 
duced peace instruments which re- 
move the fear of war in America, 
enabling the American continent to 
go forward in economic recovery.” 
The conference’s action, he said, 
“although not pacifying the world, 
gives it an example to follow.” 


RUSSIAN UNABLE T0 BUY 
ANIMALS HE WANTED IN U. S. 


Director of Import Trust Accepted 
Only 1400 of 15,000 
Offered. 

By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Dec. 21.—F. J. Volik, 
director of the All-Union Import 
Trust, returned from the United 
States somewhat dissatisfied yester- 
day. 

He had gone with specialists of 
the Russian Commissariat of Agri- 
culture to buy thoroughbred sheep 
and goats for collective farms. Al- 
though the mission visited 14 states, 
Volik said, it was unable to buy 
all the animals it wanted. 

“The United States didn’t quite 
justify our hopes,” he said, em- 
phasizing the strict demands the 
buying expedition made on quality. 
“And we were not able to obtain 
a sufficient number of sheep or

Yet, in every instance but one, they re- 
ceived substantial majorities in the electoral 
college. The exception was in the case of 
Rutherford B. Hayes, who in 1876 squeezed 
through with an electoral majority of only 
one vote, when his Democratic opponent, 
Samuel J, Tilden, on face of the returns, had 
a quarter-million more popular votes than 
Hayes.

Striking disparities in the 1936 results 
have given new impetus to movements for 
abolition of the electoral college or reform 
of the system. Senator George W. Norris, 
who sponsored the “lame-duck” amendment, 
is among leading proponents of electoral re- 
form by means of another constitutional 
amendment. Representative Clarence F. Lea 
of California is also proposing a change by 
which state electoral votes would be divided 
among presidential candidates on the basis 
of their respective popular vote strength in 
each state. 

If the 1936 electoral vote accurately re-

Almost equally striking was the election 
result in 1888, when, although Grover Cleve- 
land (Dem.), had some 95,000 more popular 
votes than Benjamin Harrison (Rep.), the 
latter’s popular votes were so advantageous- 
ly distributed among the states that he be- 
came President with 233 electoral votes to 
Cleveland’s 168.

tle is to be determined.” 


Dr. Schacht makes the interest- 
ing plea that when Germany ac- 
cepted the armistice terms she had 
in mind not only the 14 points 
which had been published to all the 
world but also a secret memoran- 
dum interpreting them. This secret 
memorandum was prepared by Col. 
House, who was negotiating the 
armistice, in order to interpret the 
14 points to the Allied leaders—to 
Lloyd George, Clemenceau and Or- 
lando. How the German Govern- 
ment got hold of this confidential 
memorandum in October, 1918, is a 
mystery. For it never formed any 
part of the official communications 
with the German Government, 


However, that mystery is interest- 
ing rather than important. For the 
memorandum was intended faith- 
fully and sincerely to interpret 
President Wilson’s meaning, and it 
was in fact approved by President 
Wilson. The important question is 
whether Dr. Schacht has correctly 
understood President Wilson’s 
meaning. 

” » » 

I am inclined to think that Dr. 
Schacht’s quotation from the mem- 
orandum does not do justice to its 
real meaning. For the memoran- 
dum states first the argument of 
Britain and Japan against giving 
back the German colonies, namely, 
that they would be used for mili- 
tary purposes. Dr. Schacht omits 
that. 

He then quotes a passage stating 
the German argument for the re- 
turn of the colonies in which it is 
said, “What are the ‘equitable 
claims’ put forth by Germany? 
That she needs access to tropical 
raw materials, that she needs a 
field for the expansion of her pop- 
ulation, that under the principles 
of peace proposed, conquest gives 
her enemies no title to her col- 
onies.” Dr. Schacht treats this re- 
port of the German case as an in- 
dorsement of the German colonial 
claims today. , 


This is a misunderstanding. The 
memorandum stated both sides of 
the argument, that is, the British 
and Japanese on the one hand, the 
German on the other, only in order 
to reject both claims and to propose 
the American view, that is to say, 
President Wilson’s own view. This 
is to be found in the conclusion of 
the memorandum, and it was that 
“a colonial power acts not as own- 
er of its colonies but as trustee for 
the natives and for the interests 
of the society of nations ... that 
they should not be militarized ... 
that exploitation should be con- 
ducted on the principle of the open 
door... . that the terms on which 
the colonial administration is con-

Let him 
raise the question there whether 
the Powers are administering their 
mandates on the principles of the 
open door, 

From Wilson’s point of view, he 
will find plenty to complain about 
in certain of the mandated terri- 
tories. But, with Germany outside 
the League, Dr. Schacht can hardly 
say that the United States, which 
is also outside the League, has a 
moral obligation to carry out the 
Wilson principles which depend ab- 
solutely upon the League.

This is not said contentiously. For 
there are certain implications in Dr. 
Schacht’s article which suggest 
that he, at least, would be willing 
to adjust Germany’s colonial de- 
mands’ within the framework of 
the Wilson principles. It is note- 
worthy that he does not ask for 
“sovereignty, army, police, law,” 
that he asks only for economic 
management and inclusion in the 
German monetary system; in short, 
for something akin to a mandate. 
But that, of course, would mean 
that Germany returned to the 
League, and accepted once again all 
that membership in the League 
implies. 

Whether Dr. Schacht is prepared 
to go that far, or could hope 
to carry with him the Nazi regime 
if he wanted to, is a crucial matter 
on which he throws no light. Ob- 
viously, he cannot speak with per- 
fect freedom, But when he says, 
“Believe me, my American friends, 
when I say that this German peo- 
ple is still the same people that 
gave the world Luther and Goethe,” 
it is not difficult to read between 
the lines. 

Goethe is of all Germans the one 
whose spirit is most unlike the 
spirit of National Socialism, and 
no one knows it better than the 
Nazis. The appeal to Goethe is 
about as strong a hint as any man 
in his uncomfortable position could 
give that there are other forces in 
Germany and that they are repre- 
sented by men in high places, 

It would be most unstatesmanlike 
to shut the door against those men. 
Dr. Schacht should be encouraged 
to make his ideas more explicit. For 
in the crisis which is now develop- 
ing so dangerously in Germany, Dr. 
Schacht may well be the spokes- 
man of those in finance, business 
and the army, who alone are able 
to prevent a solution of that crisis 


by an appeal to violence.

INGREASE IN COLLEGE 
ENROLLMENT REPORTED 


6.5 Pct. in Full Time Students, 
7.3 Pct. in Grand Total, in 
Last Year,

CINCINNATI, Dec. 21.—Presi- 
dent Raymond Walters of the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati, reports a 
continued increase in enrollment in 
593 approved universities and col- 
leges in the United States, in his 
annual survey for School and So- 


ciety, educational journal. 

“The attendance increases may 
be explained as due partly to im- 
proved business conditions and 
partly to the persistent faith of 
America that higher education 
yields economic and cultural re- 
turns for youth and for the coun- 
try as a whole,” Dr. Walters said 
in discussing a 6.5 per cent in- 
crease in full time students and a 
7.3 per cent increase in grand total 
enrollment. 

“The number of full-time stud- 
ents receiving aid by part-time 
jobs provided through the Nation- 
al Youth Administration is 12 per 
cent or approximately 85,000. The 
increase in full-time enrollments in 
these institutions for the past two 
years is also approximately 85,000,” 
he said. 

The 593 schools reported 746,224 
full-time students and a grand to- 
tal, including part-time and sum- 
mer school registration of 1,140,- 
786 resident students. The Univer- 
sity of California continued to lead 
in number of full-time students 
with 22422 while New York Univer- 
sity again reported the largest 
grand total, 33,678. Columbia Uni- 
versity, as last year, held second 
place in both divisions. 

“Current enrollments show a con- 
tinued trend toward engineering 
and commerce and also a return 
to popularity of courses in agricul- 
ture, which a few years ago had 
dropped off markedly,” Dr. Walters 
said. 

“Though liberal arts numbers are 
maintained, their proportion is de- 
clining. In 1933, 75 per cent of 
freshmen in the institutions in this 
list chose some curricilum in lib- 
eral arts; this autumn the percen- 
tage was 69.2.”

OF $164,000,000 SINCE JULY | 


‘Income Taxes and Liquor Revenues

WASHINGTON. 1 ‘Dec. 21. — The 
Treasury reports a $164,000,000 gain 
on the income side of its ledger 
since July 1. For the first five 
months of this fiscal year its re- 
ceipts totaled $1,385,767,000, com- 
pared with $1,221,786,000 in the cor- 
responding period last year. 

_ Gains were shown in 55 of the 73 
site 8 of taxation. Leading the 
were income taxes, which 
totaled $413,863,000 between July 1 
and Nov. 30, an increase of $86,535,- 
000. Of the income tax receipts, 
$238,918,000 came from corporations 
and $174,944,000 from individuals. 

The next largest gain was in 
liquor’ tax revenues, which, at 
$268,606,000, were $47,417,000 above 
the same period last year. 

Others included: Tobacco taxes, 
$235,128,000, gain of $24,020,000; gas- 
oline, $90,019,000, gain of $4,701,000; 
automobiles, $21,551,000, gain of $7,- 
546,000; tires and inner tubes, $16,- 
984,000, gain of $3,732,000; telephone 
and other communications, $9,921,- 
000, gain of $1,093,000. ° 

Officials said receipts supported 
their ‘estimates that revenues for 
this fiscal year would aggregate 
$5,642,760,000. This total would com- 
pare with $4,115,956,000 last year 
and $3,790,045,000 in 1934-35.

Provisions of Resolution. 


A.resolution approved last week | 


by local union 1246 of Old Ben 
mine No. 15, advocating various 
changes in the existing contract was 
the basis of discussion at the meet- 
ing here. 

The demands approved by the 
Old Ben local union are: 

That the basic wage scales of the 
Jacksonville agreement be re-estab- 
lished with a substantial increase 
applied thereon. 

That all watchmen: shall be un- 
der the jurisdiction of the United 
Mine Workers of America, 

That the loading of coal with ma- 
chines shall be paid on a tonnage 
basis that will give justice to all 
parties concerned. : 

That not less than two men shall 
operate: a coal cutting and electric 
drilling machine. 

That not more than six hours’ 
work per day per person at their 
working place shall be permitted 
except in cases of emergency and 
weekly pays. 

Provision for Double Time. 

That time and one-half shall be 
paid all overtime and double time 
for Sundays and legal holidays. 

That electric and portable lamps, 
commonly known as “bug lamps,” 
shall be furnished free to the mine 
workers. 

That the Pit Committee shall 
have the right where only one is 
employed by the mine workers, to 
go around the mine if he so de- 
sires, providing when doing so it 
is for the general interest of the 
members he serves. 

That the wage scale for electric 
welders shall be $7.50 per day, and 
that the wages of blacksmith and 
blacksmith helper at the shaft 
mines shall be the same as those 
paid at the strip mines. 

That a wage scale be made for 
locomotive firemen when employed 
around the mines and employed by 
various coal companies. Locomotive 
firemen employed as above are now 
under the jurisdiction of the United 
Mine Workers of America. 

That in the five-day week and 
the six-hour day demand, Saturday 
be included as an idle day. 

That all persons employed in and 
around the coal mines of Illinois, 
with the exception of mine man- 
agers, mine managers’ assistants, 
not to exceed three in Class A 
mines, top foremen, boss drivers, 
motor bosses, head machinists, head 
carpenters and head electricians 
shall be under the jurisdiction of

Gloom. 


That Word Impossible.

HRISTMAS is near; 1900 years 
C have passed since Christ said, 
“Whosoever shall offend one of 
these little ones that believe in Me, 
it is better for him that a millstone 
were hanged about his neck and 
he were cast into the sea,” and the 
richest of the “Christian” nations 
is still “talking” about eliminating 
filthy sunless tenement slums. 
“God may forgive you for not giv- 
ing bread to the children, but He 
will not forgive you for depriving 
them of His sunlight and air which 
are free.” That was said nearly 100 
years ago, but, unfortunately, sun- 
light and air are not “free” at pres- 
ent real estate prices and taxes, 


On Christmas eve, in Atlanta, Ga., 
the twenty-first annual celebration 
of the Ex-Slave Association will 
take place. No young people are 
in that association; slavery ended 
more than 70 years ago. 

The aged former siaves_ talk 
chiefly about the fine “big houses” 
in which they lived before Lincoln 
freed them, and they mention one 
fact that should be remembered 
about slavery. The slave owner was 
forbidden to teach slaves to read; 
for knowledge might make them 
rebellious. What applied to black 
slaves 70 years ago applies now to 


. many who may be able to read, 


but not able to THINK. Those in- 
terested in keeping them quiet dis- 
like anyone who teaches them to 
think. 


Mr. Eden, English Foreign Sec- 
retary, finds a pleasing word, new 
to many. He tells the House of 
Commons not to spoil the holiday 
season by a mood of inspissated 
gloom. 

That word, which comes from the 
Latin “spissus,’ meaning “thick,” 
Mr. Eden should have tried on Mus- 
solini when the Ethiopian war -be- 
gan.

You remember the learned 
Englishman who checked an 
abusive fishwife’s flow of words by 
calling her an “isosceles*parallelo- 
gram” or some such offensive sci- 
entific term. 


For a while nothing will save 
the Archbishop of Canterbury from 
“inspissated gloom” at this Christ- 
mas season. 

Imagine his hearing a man like 
H. G. Wells refer to the estab- 
Zished Church of England as a 
“dingy institution” and suggest that 
it be abolished. 

And, think of the distinguished 
Archbishop reading in Time and 
Tide the statement by Rebecca 
West, a sprightly English writer, 
that after the Bishop's sermons she 
felt “it was time Christians were 
persecuted again.” 

Probably and fortunately, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury does not 
read Time and Tide. 


Chancellor Hitler, putting Ger- 
many on card rations for butter 
and other fats, lectures his business 
men, tells them it is their business 
to make Nazi plans. successful; 
adds, ‘The expression ‘can't be done’ 
does not exist.” 

That thought is not brand new. 
Napoleon called impossible “that 
stupid word,” but he landed on St. 
Helena, although he probably would 
have called that impossible before 
Waterloo. 

Hitler may find several things 
impossible, including the task of 
zeeping Germans forever patient 
without any butter, and the effort 
to crush the Jews. 

Ten centuries of persecution and 
massacre could not do it.

First, if you have not a good dic- 
fionary and cannot, very well, han- 
die the cumbersome larger ones, 
buy the “Webster’s Collegiate Dic- 
tionary” which is really a “much 
in little” book. When you read 
the newspapers, a book of any kind 
in which you find words the mean- 
ing of which you do not know and 
thoroughly understand, hie yourself 
at once to your little friend, the 
lictionary, Without pause, and find 

t the exact meaning. Then turn 
over to the very good list of 
synonyms and find what other 
words have the same or a similar 
meaning. If you hear anyone use a 
word with which you are unfamil- 
jar, as soon as you can get to your 
dictionary, hunt them up. 

In conversation with your -fam- 
lly or with anyone else, try to make 
use of these words to express your- 
self, instead of using the common- 
place word you have been using 
threadbare. But remember, too, 
that the shortest and simplest word 
you can use, which expresses the 
exact meaning is a good word; you 
need not always use long words, 
this will make you appear too di- 
dactic (look this up) if you are not 
careful.

South probably was proud of his 
own daring when he burst forth 
with his bid for nine tricks. He 
should ‘not have been! The bid ac- 
tually was “one-trick-cowardly,” to 
coin a descriptive phrase. A study 
of the West hand will prove how 
effective a four spade bid (the cor- 
rect call on South’s probable eight 
playing tricks) would. have been. 
Even over three spades West had 
to take a good deep breath and 
cross his fingers before he could 
bring out his four heart overcall. 
Certainly he could not have 
stretched another inch, and the 
only action he could have. taken 
over four spades would have been 
a double.

LTHOUGH such a double would 
A» of an “optional” nature, East 
iquestionably would pass to it, 
since his only certain trick was in 
the spade suit itself. But after he 
had heard the vulnerable four 
heart bid, and after South (now 
spurred by desperation) had rebid 
his spades, it did not require much 
courage for East to raise to five 
hearts. Now South, who had tried 
penuriously to buy the contract for 
three odd, found himself in . the 
position of having to pay an ex- 
orbitant price or lose out entirely. 
There is a close analogy in this sit- 
uation to all other bargains: when 
a purchaser refuses to buy at what 
he should know to be a fair and 
just price, it serves him right if the 

market gets away front him. 

The loss to South was a great 
deal more than the one trick set 
that he had to pay, because four 
spades would have been a laydown 
against any defense. Also, as Can 
be seen, five hearts would have 
beeen made against any opening 
except the double dummy lead of 
a club by North. 

On the normal spade opening 
West would draw trumps and 
knock out the king of diamonds, 
thus losing only one diamond and 
one club. So South’s sacrifice of 
five spades actually was necessary, 
but it would not have been so if he 
had started the bidding correctly in 
the first place!

In whatever part of the body this 
occurs, there results a vis 


growth 
\ible hummock of cells which is 


called a wart. In appearance it 
may be flattened, peaked or made 
up of several peaks, cauliflower~ 
like; it may have a moist or dry, 
surface, it may be small as a millet 
seed or large as a filbert. But 
whatever its appearance may be, a 
simple wart is always an innocent 
and harmless growth in its early; 
stages, offending chiefly by its une 
sightliness or possibly by the in- 
convenience it May cause if it be 
situated in such a place as the edge 
of the eye lid. Some warts con- 
tain ‘within themselves a virus of 
some sort that is infectious, so that 
if they are rubbed on normal skin 
a veritable crop of small warts will 
grow at that site. 

Probably. the most interesting 
general fact concerning warts is 
that they frequently disappear of 
themselves, without treatment, as 
if by magic. No one knows why 
this happens and very naturally 
there is a tendency on the part of 
loose reasoners to account for the 
mysterious disappearance by asso- 
iating it with some coincidental 
act, such as a chestnut carried in 
the back trouser pocket, or‘a knot- 
ted string buried under a rose bush, 
or the local ‘application of stump 
water. One of my patients had a 
crop of unsightly warts that dis- 
figured her hands. Every last one 
of them disappeared over night, 
after she had peeled a few bushels 
of peaches for preserving. I never 
succeeded in convincing her that 
fresh peach juice is not a cure for 
warts. I have on numerous occa- 
sions seen warts disappear after 
the patient had eaten a small 
chunk of barber’s magnesia every, 
day for a few weeks; but I have 
never been able to convince myself 
that magnesia is a reliable cure for 
warts. 

More significant than anything 
that has been said up to now is 
the fact that those warts that do 
not disappear of themselves should 
be done away with. This is true 
because, although they are perfect- 
ly innocent little tumors at the 
start, warts have a way of degen- 
erating into malignant , growths, 
This malignant change is usually. 
caused when the wart is subjected 
to chronic irritation of some sort, 
such as the constant rubbing of 
clothing against it, or the repeated 
injury of it by a razor in shaving, 
or repeated picking at it with the 
finger nail. Such being the case, 
the wise individual will see to it 


‘that he is rid of these growths be- 


fore they manifest malignant ten- 
dencies. 

The procedures for the removal 
of warts are simple. As a rule, the 
application of radium or X-rays is 
most effective. In other instances, 
it may be necessary to cut them 
out with a knife, and in others, it 
is more advisable to use a red-hot 
cautery. The application of radium 
or the X-rays is, of course, pain- 
less. When the knife or hot caue 
tery are used, the injection of just 
a few drops of a local anaesthetic 
serves to abolish pain completely.

TOMATO AND ANCHOVY CANAPE 


GLORIFIED MIXED GRILL 
GRAHAM PLUM MUFFINS 
FRENCH FRIED POTATO BALLS 
BUTTERSCOTCH CUSTARD 
BUTTER WAFERS 


TOMATO AND ANCHOVY CANAPE 

Select tomatoes about two inches 
in diameter and slice. Cut bread 
the same size and saute in olive 
oil. Spread with creamed butter 
seasoned with a little curry pow- 
der and salt to taste. Place a slice 
of tomato over the butter and four 
fillets of anchovy, criss crossed on 
the tomato. Place chopped egg 
whites and sifted egg yolks alter- 
nately in the open spaces and a 
small bunch of watercress in the 
centér. © 

GLORIFIED MIXED GRILL 

Cover the bottom of an iron skil- 
let with brown sugar and a gener- 
ous lump of butter. When melted 
lay in slices of pineapple, reduce 
heat and let cook to a nice giaze, 
turning the slices from time to 
time. Wrap small cakes of sausage 
meat with bacon, holding the bacon 
in place with a toothpick. Place 
on broiler with desired number of 
thick lamb chops. When cooked 
place one sausage patty on each 
slice of pineapple. Remove chops 
to a heated platter, top each with 
a sauted mushroom with edges 
clipped. Surround with the pine- 
apple slices and at intervals place 
artichoke hearts topped with 
pureed peas. 


ARTICHOKE HEARTS WITH 
PUREED PEAS ., 

Drain canned artichoke bottoms 
and gently simmer in butter. Cook 
marrow fat peas, drain and dry 
and force through a sieve. Season 


with salt, pepper, butter and a lit-.

Run in oven to reheat, 


GRAHAM CRACKER PLUM 
MUFFINS 

Two cups graham crackers. 

Two tablespoons sugar. 

One-quarter teaspoon salt. 

Two tablespoons of butter. 

One-half cup of milk. 

Two teaspoons of baking powder. 

One egg. 

One cup chopped blue plums. 

Roll enough graham crackers so 
as to have two cups, add sugar, 
salt and melted butter. Heat the 
milk and pour over cracker mix- 
ture. Add the beaten egg, baking 
powder and fold in the plums 
which have been cut into small 
pieces. Bake in greased muffin 
pans for about 25 minutes. 

BUTTERSCOTCH CUSTARD 

Mix one cup of brown sugar firm- 
ly packed and five level tablespoons 
of flour. Add two and a half cups 
of milk gradually and stir to a 
smooth mixture. Cook in a double 
boiler for about 20 minutes. Pour 
slowly over three small beaten egg 
yolks and then return to the dou- 
ble boiler and cook about three 
minutes longer. Remove from fire 
and fold in two egg whites beaten 
stiff but not dry with a pinch of 
salt. Pour into compote glasses 
and chill. Before serving top with 
rolled maple nuts. 

MAPLE NUTS 
Melt one cup of light sugar and 


bring to a boil. Add one cup of | 


shelled pecans. stirring until all 
are coated. Pour out on a greased 
platter and let harden. Roll 
coarsely. 
BUTTER WAFERS 

Thoroughly cream one-fourth 
pound of butter. Add one-half cup 
of sugar creaming all the while. 
Add the yolks of two eggs. To this 
mixture add enough flour to hold 
together. Roll out thin and cut in 
rounds. Paint with egg yolk and 
on top of each ‘wafer sprinkle 
chopped blanched almonds, lemon 


juice and sugar. Bake quickly.
